5 _" WILDEN'S AFFAIRS ARE MIXED.

Liabllities of the Goshen Real Estate Man
are Climbing Up.

Gosben, Ind., Dec. 13.—The debts of
A. F. Wilden, the real estate dealer and
speculator of this place, who failed iast
week, continue to cli:Lb at a pace dis-
couraging to the creditors. His liabili-
ties were first placed ut 8756,000. They
are now $90,000, and new c'aime are
coming in steadily.

A meeting of the creditors will be
called during the week, when it is pro-
posed to submit the selection of a trus-
tee to a vote. It now develops that
many of the persons who bought
houses and lots of Wilden on install-
ments never got deeds. Some have lost
their receipts and others never had any.
Wilden’s affairs promise to afford much

work for the lawyers before they are
settled.

Council Meeting.

The businees which came before the
council Monday was of a light sort.
The meeting was charactised mainly
by quibbling. When the clerk read the
bills Councilman Reynolds found flaws
inseveral of thoselproffered by team-
sters. It was discovered that certain
ones presented their bills for a day’s
work, usually accepted as ten hours,
while in reality they had worked only
nine. The bills allowed, among others,
granted the councilman, mayor, and
other city officials their salaries.

A bill presented by the Rochester
Bridge company was with held for con-
sideration until another meeting.

Counci!man Dickinson of the financial
committee reported funds on hand
$1,73040. In view of some big bills to
be settled in the near future it was
found advisable to borrow $2,000. Or-
ders were given to borrow the money
at not a greater rate of interest than six
percent.

Monday the favorable sentiment
regarding the building of a new cala-
boose, took a sudden turn., Councilmen
Dickinson and Reynolds objected to the
expense it would incur, which, sccord-
ing to the investigating committee,
would be from $250 to 8350. This said

Councilman Reynolds was too much to
burden our city, already laden with
debt, just for the benefit of tramps.
However it was thought advisable to
advertise for sea'ed bids. The matter
will be brought up again, two meetings
hence.

The bridge examining committee re-
ported favorablyof the Blain bridge
and the foot bridge on Laporte street
which underwent their critical inspec-
tion. Councilman Harris, the chairman
of said committee, voted against the
ratification of hie report, for, he said,
the entire council shoul® examine the
bridge instead of taking the verbal re-
port of two members. He recounted
his attempts to get the council to do so
before the meeting. They seemed pen-
itent and resolved to examine the work
jointly this week .

The city is still without an attorney.

Killed by a Train.

Monday Charles H. Ross, a young
man whoee home is near Inwood, was
instantly killed by a train on the Pitts
burgh road. It seems that he was on
his road to church in Inwood and had
driven as far as the Inwood crossing
when he came in contsct with the mail
train. It is thought that the horse be-
came frightened as Mr. Ross was a
young mrn of good judgement and cer-
tainly would not have attempted to
cross the track in such close proximisy
to the approaching train, As it was, the
horse escaped injury, but the young
man was caught in the upper portions
cf the buggy and crushed against the
pilot. In this manner he wes carried
for a quarter of a mile or more until
the train could be stopped and backed
with its bloody load to Inwood, Un-
doubtedly the deceased was killed in-
stantly. Every bone was broken and
the fleuh was bruised horribly. He was
the son of Lemuel l0ss who has leen
dead several years, Charles was a iop-
ular and excellent young man. His
death will be regretted deeply.

Bryan the Leader.

The Washington correspondent of the
Indianapolis Journal has taken a poll
of democratic senators and representa-
tives in congress as to who 18 the demo-
cratic national leader and what will be
the chief issue in 1900,

One hundred and eight representa
tives were 1nterviewed, 99 of whom de-
clared in favor of Bryan and the cur-
rency question. Of the sene‘ors spoken
to, 23 were for the old leader and old
issues until new ones developed.

To prevent this the
plaintiffs reduced the request for dam-
ages to 82,000 and then the road got the
whole case dismissed.

The Cost of Creamery Buildings.

The attention of the Indiana Experi-
ment Station has been called to the fact
that certain agents of creamery supply
houses are at present working in Indi-
ans, endeavoring to organize stock com-
panies with the purpose of erecting and
equipping expensive creamery build-
ings.

To express it mildly, during the years
1891-5, creamery “promoters” carried on
a work in Indiana, that did the dairy
Interests ot the state great damage.
People unfamiliar with the creamery
business, and the conditions essential to
success, were led to form stock compa-
nies by ‘“promoters,” pledging them-
selves to purchase of firms the “pro-
moters” repreeanted, buildinge and
equipments costing far more than eir-
cumstances would justify. As a resalt
of this scheming, came a collapse later
on that greatly injured the dairy inter-
ests of the state. Buildings were erec-
ted where in many localities not enough
miik could be secured to pay for run-
ning the plant. The excessive cost of
outfit, and small supply of milk, coupled
with lack of knowledge of the business,
swamped beyond redemption many
creamery stock coppanies.

Creamery bLuildings may be erected
in which first-class butter may be madie,
for from 85C) to 81,000, and equipped
with machivery for handhing 7,000 to
10,000 pounds of milk per day, at a cost
of not over 1,500, or an estimated total
cost of $2,500 at the outside.

No co-operative creamery should ever
be established, before a contract has
been made and signed among several
stockholders and patrons, to guarantee
a specific minimum amount of milk
duri .g the year. If milk cannot be as-
sured, the future of the creamery will
hang in the balance.

This
vast amount will be collected as taxes
in the form of stamps required on bills
of lading, etc. Aside from the actusl
war tax, a large expenditure will be
necessary for extra printing, supplies
and clerical work entailed in complying
with the war tax law.

Notwithstanding this enormous out-
lay in addition to current expenses,
there has been no material increase in
railway earnings, and the average per
mile fare received from each passenger
during the year 15898 will fall below that
of 1897, when it slightly exceeded two
cents.
